Iowa is to have a Bishop. The strong 
movement of the minority to prevent the 
consecration of Dr. Eccuxeston, who was elect- 
ed to the Episcopate at the last Diocesan 
Convention, has been unsuccessful, a major- 
ity of the Standing Committees having given 
their consent to his consecration.

Th Indian question is likely to claim the 

serious attention of the next Congress, if, in- 
deed, as our dispatches foreshadow, a general 
war does not break out before Congress 
assembles. We publish elsewhere a synopsis 
of the sixth annual report of the Board of 
Indian Commissioners for 1874, in which it 
‘is shown that lazy paupers of the copper- 
colored persuasion to the number of 75,000 
are now on the Government free-list, doing 
absolutely nothing for their own support. 
The Commissioners strongly urge that the 
whole system of gratuities be abolished; that 
the men be compelled to work for a living, 
and that the children be forced to attend 
school. — — 

A quiet and well-governed region in Wis- 
consin has been the scene of a lynching af- 
fair. Two brothers who were in jail at 
Stevens Point awaiting their trial for the 
murder of the Sheriff of the county were 
taken from their cells at night by a body of 
armed men, and hung toatree until dead. 
While there may have been no room for doubt 
as to the guilt of the prisoners, yet the fect 
that there was not lacking the most 
ample guarantee that they would be duly 
tried, convicted, and punished in the regular 
course of law renders the lynching wholly in- 
defensible, and makes the mob which took 
the law into its own hands guilty of a cold- 
blooded, outrageous crime, for which they 
should be rigorously held to account.

The Republicans in convention yesterday 
did a very wise thing in selecting a commit- 
tee whose duty it shall be to go before the 
County Board and demand the appointment 
of a Republican judge in each election pre- 
cinct, and, in case of refusal, in determining 
to appoint committees to watch each poll and 
prevent illegal vpting and ballot-box stuffing. 
The Committee should waste no time, but go 
promptly before the Board and make its de- 
mand briefly and imperatively. If that de- 
mand is not complied with, it is proof posi- 
tive that the Devil-Fish party intends to stuff 
the ballot-boxes and carry the election by 
frand. No other inference can be drawn. It 


| then becomes the duty of the Republicang to 


exercise the right of vigilantly guarding every 
poll in the city, and protect the purity of the 
ballot-box against the attacks of the bum- 
mers. It is equally important that the names 
of the Commissioners who vote to stuff the 
ballot-boxes and to deprive the minority of 
their right to representation should be placed 
upon record for future reference. 


The appointment of ZacHanian CHANDLER, 
ex-Senator from Michigan, as Seeretary of 
the Interior, may occasion some surprise 
among those who have believed him to be 
unpopular with his party. This unpopularity, 
however, ‘was mainly in Michigan and of re- 
cent growth. It came from what was con- 
ceived to be an arbitrary and personal use of 
his patronage, rather with a view to his own 
advancement than that of his party. It was 
this feeling against Mr. CHAN that led 
to the disaffection in the party which defeat- 
ed him and elected Judge CuristTiancy last 
year. But, during the three terms he served 
in the United States Senate, there was no 
man in that body personally more popular, 
uniformly more devoted to the Government, 
or of an integrity more universally recog- 
nized. It is the latter quality which 
renders Mr. Casanpier peculiarly fitted 
for the management of the Interior Depart- 
ment, in which there have been more abuses 
of late years than in any other department of 
the General Government. Mr. CHANDLER 
Las been honest all his life long, and there is 
no temptation for him to be otherwise at this 
late day aad with a large personal fortune, 
nor to countenance dishonesty in others. He 
is also in full sympathy with the Republican 
party on the currency question,—being un- 
compromisingly in favor of sound money, 
There is only one point in which he may dif- 
fer with the Cabinet as now organized, and 
that is with reference to the treatment of 
Southern politics. Iu his position, however, 
this question will not cut much figure, and 
Mr. CNN DR will, on the whole, be a useful 
and harmonious member of Gen. Grant's re- 
organized Cabinet. 


THE REPUBLICAN TICKET. 

The Republican County.Convention yester- 
day took the first great step towards success 
by nominating a ticket that deserves the sup- 
port of every respectable citizen of whatever 
party or nationality. It submitted to the 
people a ticket composed throughout of men 
of the highest personal character,—men well 
known for their honesty, responsibility, per- 
sonal bility, and competency for the 
duties of the several offices for which they are 
named. 

The nominee for County Treasurer is Mr. 
Lovis Hock, a well-known and respected 
merchant, who, as was said in the Conven- 
tion, has a sufficiency of substantial means of 
his own, and will not be tempted to use any 
portion of the public money to pay his debts, 
or to teke any more compensation than the 
law authorizes. He has resided in this city 
nearly all his life, and has ability, and integ- 
rity, and an unblemished character to com- 
mend him to the public confidence. 

For Clerk of the Superior Court, Capt. 
Joun J. Hzaty is commended by his expe- 
rience, his ability, his integrity, and his 
patriotism. 

The nominees for County Commissioners 
are Murry Nexson, C. G. Ayrus, Jonx Jonzs, 
Jom Tazor, and Jonn Humparey. 

Of these, Mr. Nxetson is named for the 
place so long and ably filled by Mr. CLovon, 
who peremptorily declined a re-election. 
Mr. NELsox will prove a most valuable suc- 
cessor. Mr. Joxxs is at present a member of 
the Board. The other gentlemen are to be 
elected in districts outside of the city. We 
submit that there is a wide room for choice 
between Murry NzeLson and Jonn Jonzgs on 
the one hand and Mun Mozklor and Par 
CuEaky on the other. 

The Convention, wisely excluding politics, 
nominated Judges Gary and McAuuister for 
the judicial offices. To these two Judges 
there will be no opposition. 

We invite the attention of the public to a 
close comparison of the two lists of candi- 
dates: The one noniinated last Friday by a 
mob of gamblers, thieves, pimps, and loaf- 
ers, and fitly representing the constituency 
that nominated them; the other nominated 
by a Convention composed of merchants, and 
men of character and substance, and which 
as fitly represent their constituents. It 
should be remembered, however, that candi- 
dates who are not ballot-box stuffers cannot 
elect themselves. To elect them requires 
votes. All those who so justly grieve over 
corrupt and wretched local Government have 
in these candidates nominated yesterday an 
opportunity to have a portion of our local 
Government in honest and competent hands. 
Will they turn out on election day and vote, 
or will they permit the election to go by de- 
fault? If the respectable and substantial 
voters of this county will all take the time 
to vote on election day, Mr. Huck and Mr. 
Newson and their associates can be elected by 
many thousands of majority. We implore all 
legal voters to do their duty to themselves 
and to each other by a full turnout on elec. 
tion day.

One of the constitutional amendments 
carried at the Ohio election provides for the 
establishment of an ‘‘auxiliary” Supreme 
Court. In 1860 the Legislature attempted 
vo brush away the mass of technica] rubbish 
that hindered the administration of justice 
by the adoption of a code sim the 
procedure. But the rubbish having been 
for the most part carefully collected by the 
Judges and thrust into the code by judicial 
legislation, the mischief has grown so intol- 
erable that the extra auxiliary Supreme Court 
has to be established to dispose of the docket 
for the past decade or two, in order that 
the regular Supreme Court may be enabled to 
decide the law-suite of the present genera- 
tion, It is a. significant of the 
preposterous fousense of the évetem of u- 


dicial procedure by which it is almost impos- 
sible to have a suit decided upon its merits 
that already outcry is made against the amend- 
ment just adopted because it does not perma- 
nently establish the auxiliary Supreme Court, 
but limits its continuance to three out of 
every ten years,—so that for all practical pur- 
poses for seven years in each decade the Su- 
preme Oourt of the State will be left clogged 
and closed to suitors. 


BUTLER'’S INACCURACIES. 

Mr. Wenpett Pures, in his several 
speeches in arguing the impossibility of main- 
taining specie payments, declared that the 
Bank of England had suspended specie pay- 
ments on frequent oecasions since 1823. To 
the errors of this statement Mr. Scnunz 
called public attention. But Mr. BNA 
Bur eR, in his carefully-prepared speech re- 
cently delivered in New York, repeated the 
same statements, which, by the way, have 
been repeated from time to time by all the in- 
flation orators and writers. 

In 1797, the Government, being then in 
debt to the Bank to the extent of the whole 
capital of the institution, and being engaged 
in the great Continental wars which pre- 
vailed during nearly the whole period of the 
Napoleonic dynasty, had to borrow money, 
and therefore, by order of Council, forbid the 
Bank to pay out any more specie. An in- 
creased issue of notes followed. The French 
wars did not cease until the fall of Napoizon 
in 1815. Immediate steps were taken to re- 
sume specie payments, and the date fixed 
was in May, 1823. The Bank on that day 
resumed specie payments, and has never sus- 
pended such payments to this day, covering 
a period of over fifty years. 

The Bank charter was renewed in 1844, 
and the new Bank law provided adepartment 
of issue in the Bank, which department issued 
to the Bank all the notes for use, The Bank 
is allowed bank notes to the amount of 
fourteen millions of pounds, for which it de- 
posits with the issue lepartment securities, 
public and private. Beyond this sum the 
Bank was not authorized to receive bank 
notes from the issue department except on a 
deposit of an equal amount of gold. All 
notes were payable on demand in gold. 

In 1847 the Government suspended so 
much of this act as required the Bank to de- 
posit gold with the issue department for the 
notes put in circulation beyond the pre- 
scribed limit. In 1857 the law was sus- 
pended again, and was a third sus- 
pended in 1866. These were not suspensions 
of specie payments, nor were they authority 
to do so. On the contrary, as the Bank could 
not increase its issue of notes without placing 
beyond its control an equal amount of gold, 
the suspension authorized it to increase the 
amount of its notes and thus enlarge its dis- 
counts, at the same time keeping in the Bank 
for active use its specie. 

The Bank never suspended specie pay- 
ments. The suspensions were simply of 
the law which restricted its discounts at the 
very time they were most needed. Now, con- 
trast these facts with Burizr’s bold asser- 
tions: 

Between the 7th of September, 1844, the date. of the 
Bank act, and Feb. 4, 1458, the Bank altered her rate of 
discount fifty-six times, raising it from time to time 
from 2 to 10 per cent, thus quin‘upling ber price for 
money with concomicant destruction to all the manu- 
facturing and mercantile interests of the country, 
causing wide-spread ruin and devastation, which must 
have ended in geveral bankruptcy save that as early as 
Oct, 23, 1847, three years after the reorganization of the 
Bank, she suspended specie payments and issued an 
inconvertible paper, which afforded instant relief to 
the business and people of England. Nov. 9, 1857, the 
Bank of England again suspended specie payments 
after having ruined the merchants and business of all 
England in her attempts to sustain herself, 
and drawing the gold from this country for 
the same purpose to such an extent as to 
cause a suspension of specie payments here, with 
ruin to nearly all the mercantile houses, manufac- 
turers, and bankers of this country. Her efforts to 
save herself from suspension and to retain her gold 
were so energetic and persistent that between April, 
1857, and January, 1558, she made eleven changes in 
ber rate of discount, and in the year 1888, to retain her 
specie in her vaults, she changed her rate of interest 
five times in five weeks. Still eg in, in November, 
1866, in consequence of the war on the Continent of 
Europe, the Bank of England, after the usual but in- 
effectual struggle to maintain her gold in her vaults 
by quadrupling her rates of discount, suspended specie 
payments. This failure of the Bank of England did 
not affect the business or fnauces of the United States, 
because our currevey in 1866 was the greenback, and 
gold now was werchandise, and we were no longer the 
money slaves of the Bank of England or our business 
at her mercy. 

How shallow the conclusions which this 
‘“‘ statesman reaches when it is shown that 
they rest upon pure fiction. It is idle to sup- 
pose that Gen. Burizr could have been so 
ignorant as not to know the groundlessness 
of his assertions. The limitation on the Bank 
circulation compels the Bank in times of 
stringency to restrict its loans; when this 
limitation is suspended it reduces the rate of 
discount by unloosing the specie of the Bank 
locked up in the issue department. But such 
a thing as a suspension of specie payments, 
which Gen. Bors properly defines as a 
failure,“ has never been contemplated or 
authorized, and has never taken place since 
1823. 


BLACK HILLS ROMANCING. 

As an Eldorado the Black Hills country has 
not proved a success. The only paying thing 
about it, as near as we can discover, is the 
price which the Indians had the effrontery to 
demand for a cession of their rights. There 
was one other feature which came very near 
being fabulous, and that was the price which 
the Government Commissioners offered 
them. The Indians wanted $70,000,000, 
and the Oommissioners offered $6,000,- 
000; one was a little more out of 
the way than the other, but not much. 
The Government might just about as reason- 
ably pay the Indians $70,000,000 for the ces- 
sion of exclusive privileges granted by the 
Government, of no value to them, in ex- 
change for other exclusive privileges, as to 
pay $6,000,000 for this exchange. On the 
whole, we regard it as fortunate that 
the Indians were so outrageously exorbitant 
in their demands; for, if they had come 
anywhere within the neighborhood of the 
Commissioners’ offer, we fear the barter 
would have been made, and at least $6,000,- 
000 in money, if not more, would have been 
thrown away, in addition to the enormous 
expenses already incurred for exploring. 
Prof. Junyzy’s mature judgment, after a 
patient and laborious exploration of the 
territory, is, that the Black Hills are not 
worth more than $500,000 for purchase out- 
right. That is, an individual or company 
desiring exclusive privileges for mining 
might possibly make it pay after purchasing 
at that rate. The Government Commissioners 
offered twelve times that amount simply as an 
inducement for the Indians to move a little 
further back into a country much better suit- 
ed to their purposes. 

Tun Tano correspondent is probably 
correct when he says that those who have 
made the Black Hills a study during the 
summer have estimated their value—that is, 
the hills themselves, and not including the 
fertile valleys around them—at not more than 
$100,000; and that the price of $6,000,000 
oould omly be fixed on acoount of the number 


of hands through which the sum would have 
to pass before reaching the Indians, and the 
wear and tear it would suffer from the frio- 
tion in the contact. Even those who have 
read the accounts of the exploration printed 
in Tue Trrevye and other journals that have 
given impartial, uncolored, matter-of-fact 
descriptions, can understand that the acquisi- 
tion of this territory is not very desir- 
able at any price. It may be wild aud 
romantic, with an occasional oasis in 
a desert of mauvaises terres and un- 
gainly hills. ‘There may be an occasional 
grand sight, attained at the cost of great 
physical exertion, that brings its reward only 
to those of a romantic turn. There may be 
gold enough there to reward those who are 
willing to work at ordinary day-laborer's 
wages. But no trustworthy account has 
come from the Black Hills that warrants any 
higher estimate of their advantages. Prof. 
Ixxxxx himself says that the country is more 
valuable for stock-raising than for its min- 
erals; but, as we have abundance of good 
stock-raising lands nearer the centre of con- 
sumption, it is not worth while to spend any 
trouble, much less any money, upon the 
Black Hills for that purpose. 

There is only one way in which the money 
already expended by the Government in the 
exploration of the country, and in treating 
with the Indians, ever can be made a profit- 
able investment,—and that is, by the practic- 
al abaralonment of the whole scheme of dis- 
lodging the Indians by the payment of any 
money. There are two courses that may be 
pursued, viz.: Either to keep out the whites 
altogether, and leave the Indians to their 
hills, rocks, and bad grounds, or to let the 
white men go at their own risk, giving them 
such protection as is ordinarily furnished in 
Indian territory. It doesn’t make much 
difference which course is pursued, as there 
is no mineral wealth or other attraction which 
will justify the Government in any further 
exPense to acquire the territory. 


THE REPORT ON INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

The report of the Commission appointed to 
investigate the management of affairs at the 
Red Cloud Agency is interesting. On the 
principle of saying nothing but good of the 
dead,” Ex-Secretary DRLaxo is let off very 
easily. The report says that he seems to 
have been innecent and ignorant of frand. 
This is a polite way of saying that he was 
grossly incompetent for the place from which 
he has happily been driven. A man who 
could be ignorant of the frauds in contracts 
which were daily reeking under his very nose 
must have been obtuse to a frightful degree. 
But we have no wish to hunt the ex-Secretary 
now, to lift him out of the home in which 
he may be honored, and hold him up 
before the nation that honors him not. 
Let us adopt the charitable surmise of the 
members of the Investigating Commission ; 
say, with them, that not a guilty knowledge, 
but a guilty ignorance, of the frauds marked 
the ex-Secretary’s career. 

The part of the report which censures the 
ex-minister, ex-speculator, and present Com- 
missioner-of-Indian-Affars Surrn, for want 
of vigilance, lack of astuteness, and indecision 
of character, will be read with hearty ap- 
proval, inasmuch as even Surrn must feel 
called upon to resign when he has thus been 
bulletined as utterly unable to fill the office 
which he now rattles around in. A new Sec- 
retary of the Interior, one Zach 
CaanDizeR, honest and intelligent, reigns in- 
stead of Deztano, and there should be a new 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs straightway. 
Let us be charitable again. Sire may not 
have been corrupt, btt simply stupid. There 
is a new master; let uw have a new man. 

Some of Prof. Matsn’s charges are sus- 
t ined and some are net. It seems probable 
that the Professor has relied unduly, in some 
cases, upon hearsay-evilence and Indian testi- 
mony. But the generd results of this scien- 
tist’s attack upon political knavery are com- 
plimentary to him and valuable to the nation. 
When the attack began the Honorable Sec- 
retary of the Interior mferred disdainfully to 
‘‘a Mr. Mrs.“ Now that the attack is 
ended, Prof. Marsn san find a Mr. Dr 
Lano” in some Ohio village. The value of 
the investigation is shown by the fact that 
the Commission’s repert ends by urging 
twenty-five distinct referms, some of them 
comprehensive as well as important, in the 
mana ement of Indian afairs. 


MORE MONEY Foa BUSINESS. 

It has been already stated in this paper 
that during the last yearten of the banks of 
this city had sold the arge sum of 8418, 
600.000 of exchange. Tlat is to say, pay- 
ments of that much money were effected 
through the agency of bills of exchange 
drawn by these ten bank: upon the banks out- 
side of the city. 

We submit this fact tothe careful consid- 
eration of the gentlemen vho insist that more 
money is needed to meet the requirements of 
trade. Here was an actml payment made of 
four hundred and eightem millions of dol- 
lars through the bmks of Chicago 
without the employment d a single dollar of 
currency. According to the inflationists, it 
should have required an amount of green- 
backs equal to the whole d the present out- 
standing issue to meet th requirements of 
the trade of Chicago along without leaving 
a dollar for the other partsof the country ! 

If this volume of Chia@go exchange be 
multiplied by that issued by the twenty-five 
hundred of other banks in he United States, 
some idea may be formel of how compar- 
atively small is the amouni of currency re- 
quired or employed in the cash transactions 
of the country. This amomt of cash pay- 
ments was made by Chicag to other parts of 
the country. Other payments, as by checks 
and by postal orders, probably nearly equaled 
in amount those made by remittances of cur- 
renzy. The local payments equally show 
how small a proportion of currency 
is needed. The bank clarances in this 
city will average $23,000,000 a week the year 
through, and the aggregate payments made 
from person to person in Chicago, through 
the banks by checks, ampunts to nearly 
twelve hundred millions of dollars a year ! 
And these payments are nade without the 
actual transfer of curremy beyond the 
small item to adjust the balaaces from day to 
day. According to the inflatipnists, to enable 
the people of Chicago to (o their ordinary 
business,—that is, the payments they have to 
make in this city and other parts of the coun- 
try,—would require sixteen hundred millions

rency would require more railroad facilities 
than are now needed to perform the postal 
service of the country. If for every bushel of 
grain or pound of provisions sent from Chicago 
and sold the money had to be sent here, and 
for every dollar's worth of goods purchased 
for Chicago the money had to be sent back, 
would require that special money-trains 
should be run over every railroad in the 
country. At present all this payment is made 
with the actual transfer of but a small amount 
of money, and it is done rapidly, safely, and 
satisfactorily, which could not be the case if 
the money had to be shipped to and from in 
every transaction. 


THE AFCIIC EXPEDITION.

LEr's remarkable explorations around the 
great Lake Victoria Nyanza, diréctly under 
the burning equator, before almost equally 
interesting news comes from the frozen 
Aretic regions, by the return of the little 
British vessel, the Pandora, which left En- 
gland three months ago to try to make the 
Northwest Passage from Baffin’s Bay to Beh- 
ring's Straits, discovered by Sir Jon Fnaxx- 
LIN a quarter of a century ago, the attempt 
to follow which cost him his life. The rec- 
ord of this little vessel, of the dangers which 


she encountered and the manner in which, 
she escaped them, reads almost like fiction. | 


Although she was constantly among the ice 

floes and exposed to danger, she met with no 
mishaps, made her passage with remarkable 
swiftness, and returned in safety to England. 

The object of her commander was not to reach 
the highest possible northern latitude, but 
to make the Northwest Passage, and this ob- 
ject he would probably have accomplished 
had he not found his further progress effec- 
tually stopped by a solid wall of ice across 
Bellot Strait, at the very point where Mo- 
Ciintocs, his old commander, was stopped 
at the time he discovered the Franxxi rel- 
ics. He took the same route as MoCurw7ocx, 
crossing Melville Bay in safety after leaving 
Upernavik. Thence he entered Lancaster 
Sound, visited Beechy Island, where Ross’ 
ill-fated vessel was lost twenty-five years ago, 
thence sailed through Peel Sound, and kept 
on to Bellot Strait, where he found the 
impassable icy barrier which induced him 
to return to England rather than winter 
there. Although foiled in his attempt to 
make the Northwest. Passage, he pene- 
trated to the south along the coast of 
Prince of Wales’ Land further than 
McCumrocx had done, and even reached 
King William’s Land, where no vessel but 
FxANELIN'’s has ever been before. The de- 
tails of the voyage, therefore, will be looked 
for with great interest, and may perhaps 
throw some further light upon the fate of 
Frankuiix. The indirect results of the expe- 
dition are even more interesting than the 
direct, since the Captain of the Pandora was: 
successful in finding letters at a spot previ- 
ously decided upon from the other two En- 
glish vessels, the Alert and Discovery, which 
are in quest of the open Polar Sea. The 
news from them is highly encouraging. The 
two vessels arrived at the Carey Islands July 
27, and then left for Smith’s Sound. They 
left Upensk July 22 and Cape York July 28. 

The best news from them is that the sea- 
son was an open one, and that all were 
well, so that if nothing adverse has overtaken 
them they are now far on their way to the 
North Pole. The great Polar mystery, there- 
fore, may yet be solved by these daring En- 
glish navigators. It is an eloquent tribute to 
the ambition and courage of the time that, 

while the explorers of one nation are steadily 

and perseveringly pushing their way through 

the eternal snows and ice of the Arctic region 
to root out the mystery of the Pole, undis- 

mayed by the fate of those who have pre- 

ceded them, an explorer of another nation is 

just as steadily and perseveringly braving the 

dangers of the African jungles, the malarious 

diseases, and unknown savage tribes under 
the equator, to solve the mystery of the 
sources of the Nile. 


The action of the Bishop of Montreal in

It will make 
little difference with Gurporp’s friends, but 
if it affords the Bishop any satisfaction to 
curse the clods of the valley which cover him, 
it is an easy and efficacious way of settling 
this long and disgraceful wrangle, and hurts 
no one.

WHISKY AND TOBACCO. 
HOW THE NEW TAX LAW WORKS. 
Speciai Diapatch to The Chicago iribune, 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Oct. 19.— Treasury officials 
are positive that the effects of the new Tax law of 
March 3, 1875, will not be appreciable for some 
months to come. They claim that the Govern- 
ment has not yet received the full tax of 90 
cents per gallon upon any considerable quan ti- 
ties of whisky. Two months before the act 
passed the distilleries were operated to their ut- 
most capacity, aud immense quantities were 
bonded to escape the increased tax. The change 
in the bili after it was introduced in the House, 
by which an additional tax of 15 cents per 
gallon was imposed upon all whisky in bond, re- 
suited in large withdrawals from bond. In Feb- 
ruary last, upon some days, the withdrawals 
reached nearly a million galions, and the total 
receipts for that month 

‘RAN UP TO $12,604,459, 
which is ever $4,500,000 in excess of the receipts 
tor the same month of the preceding year. Ihe 
res ult was that, while large quantities of spirits 
were withdrawn from bond and thrown upon the 
market, the place of that withdrawn was filled 
-by new whisky, thus doubly providing for over- 
stocking tne market with spirits on which the 
old rate of tax could only be assessed and col- 
lected. The February receipts show very plainly 
that an immense quantity of spirits was thus 
placed on the market, and the receipts of the 
Treasury Department show that, on March 
3, when the act became effective, there were in 
bond 7, 988. 666 gallons of Whisky, u 
the additionai tax of 20 cents per gal 
not be imposed, thus establishing the fact that 
very means possibie was employed to 
ANTICIPATE THE INCREASED TAX. 

Before the passage of the bill the provision 
taxiog whisky in bond was stricken out, and all 
whisky produced prior to the passage of the act

The leading produce markets exhibited little change 
yesterday from the tone of the day preceding. Tue 
principal cereals were heavy and provisions firm, but 
there was more disposition to ship grain at lower 
prices to meet increased costs of transportation. The 
chief interest now centres on freight rates. They have 
not yet been advanced (by water routes) to so high « 
point as to prevent shipment, though the forward 
movement received a temporary check, anda fair de- 
mand for freight-room has followed the temporary 
dullness thus produced, Vessels were in moderate re- 
quest to load in Chicago, and in rather large demand 
from Milwaukee, where shippers are waking up into 
activity. The grain-dealers there recognize the wis- 
dom of clearing out the bins before commencing on 
winter storage, and it would be well if ours follow 
suit, A little let down now in the matter of prices, to 
invite shipment, would do no barm to 
the owners of grain which will seek a 
market laterin the year. New York is disposed to 
weakness on breadstuffe, partly in sympathy witu 
Chicago, while the British markets are sustained by 
the stiffening in freight rates; but the latter do not in- 
vite shipments so forcibly as heretofore, the recent 
advance having increased the volume of breadstuffs 
in motion towards European ports. 
There was decidedly more doing in the dry-goods 
market. The atiendance of buyers in person did not 
show any very marked improvement, but the mail or- 
der business was largely increased, and a large aggre- 
gate of sales was accomplished. The changes in gro- 
ceries were few, being confined to an tte reduction in 
cofiee sugars and a kc advance in allspice 
and pepper. . Coffees were firm, as were 
also rice, sirupe, spices, soaps, and candles. 
There was a free call for imported dried fruits, but 
the movement in domestica continues slack. Prices 
were quoted firm all around, apples, peaches, biack- 
berries, and currants being specially strong. The 
quotations of apples were moved up fully a e. Ia 
the fish market a firmer feeling for whitefish was de- 
veloped, but otherwies the situation was unchanged, 
Butter and cheese continue in good demand at fully 
late prices. No changes were apparent iu the coal, 
ood, leather, aud bagging markets. Oils were res- 
ably active, with values of the leading lines some- 
what unsettled, Lard aud turpentine were beld 
higber, while linseed was off 20. Tobaccos were 
quiet, and prices of common grades showed a lack of 
strength 


Lumber was steady under e continued good demand 
at both yards and docks, The hardware dealers re- 
port an improved demand fcr metals, tinners’ and 
manufactured goods, at unchanged prices. In wool, 
hops, or seeds there were no changes of importance. 
Hay was in demand for local use and shipment to the 
lake porta, and tolerabiy steady. Broom-cern con- 
tinues fairly active at the quoted prices. Poultry was 
dull and weak under large offerings of stale stock. 
Game was aiso siow and easy, the supply on sale being 
large. Green fruits were steady, and both apples and 
cranberries were firm under a good local and shipping 
demand and moderate supplies. Other domestic 
fruits sold on the street at recent prices, Lemons 
and oranges were lower. Vegetables continue in light 
request at unaltered prices.

THE DRAWBACK ON SUGAR EXPORTS. 

The New York Bulietin says: 

The sugar traders are greatly extited over the fol- 
lowing order from the Secretary of the Treasury,

TrReasuRY DEPARTMENT, Wasen Noro, Oct. 9, 1875. 
—. 0 Collector af Customs, New, York—Sin: In view of 
statements made to tue Department from responsi le 
sources alleging an excess in the present rate of draw- 
back on refined hard sugars, and of the fact that these 
statements are ip great degre supported by reports re- 
ceived from officers of the Department, the existing 
rate of drawback on such hard shgars is hereby an- 
nuiled,and the provisional rate of $3.21 per 10) pounds, 
subject to the retention of 1 per centum, is established 
from and after receipt of this order. ‘This rate will be 
subjectto revision when the investig.tion, which the 
Department wili inmediately institute,shall have been 
concluded, and if the rate or drawback then established 
hall be greater than that now provisionally made, all 
parties interested will be entitled to receive the surplus 
to be collected on the intermediate shipments, If, on 
the contrary, the rate fixed shall be smaller than that 
now allowed, the deficiency will, in the cases of per- 
sons engaged in che trade, be retained from their sub- 
sequent shipments,

To understand the importance of this order it must 
be explained that under the law relating to drawback 
on exported sugars 10 per cent of the drawback was 
retained by the Government as a supposed cormpense- 
tiou for the expenses of collecting the import duties, 
etc.; but upon representations that this allowance was 
excessive, the proportion to be thus retained by the 
Treasury was changed from 10 per cent tol per cent 
by the act of March 3, 18/5. This change increased 
the druwbaeck avout 4 cents per 100 pounds, and at 
once placed our refiners in s position for largely in- 
creasing their export business, Our exporters have 
thus enjoyed under the act of last March an advan- 
tage of about one third of @ cent per pound over the 
British refiners, as compared with their previous 
position, and the effect will partially appear in the fol- 
lowing statement of the export of refined sugars from 
the Uniled States (almost entirely through this port) 
from April 1 to Aug. 31, as compared wich the same 
months of last year: :

Wasuinoton, Oct. 15.—The attention of the 
public is directed on the first day of each month 
through the newspapers to the finaucial condi- 
tion of the National Treasury. This publication 
is made by authority of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, aud is known as the Statement of 
the public debt of the United States.” This 
statement shows the various loans outstanding, 
which are classified under proper headings; the 
cash balance iu the Treasury ; the amount of the 
public debt, and the decrease made in the pre- 
vious month, This debt statement is a matter 
of particuiar interest to bankers and brokers, 
and of general interest to all who pay any atten- 
tion to the administration of public affaire. The 
newspapers print a mere skeleton of the month- 
ly statement. But, were the entire statement to 
be printed, it would remain a sealed 
book to most people, since they can know 
little about the various loans, which are 
referred to only by title, when they were 
created, what amount of bonds were autborized, 
when redeemable and when payable, aod the 
numerous otter details that go to make up their 
individual history. Reliable information upon 
these points cannot fail to be advantageous to 
those who bold United States bonds, or who may 
be seeking safe and profitable investments. The 
following facte and figures on the subject have 
been obtained from the records of the Treasury 
Department. 

Reference to the public debt statement for 
October will show that the bonds of the United 
States of which both the principal and interest 
are payable in gold appear under fourteen beads 
or titles, which represent that number of differ- 


ent loans. Of this number, however, the loan 
known as 


„ FIVE-TWENTIES or 1842,” 
which was the largest loan issued by the Gov- 
e ument, bas been called in for payment; or, in 
other words, for conversion into bonds bearing 5 
percent interest. The call made July 28, 1875, 
for $14,897,200, which will matare Oct. 28, 1875,

FIVE-TWENTIES OF 1865, 

The act of March 3, 1865, authorized the borrowing 
of a sum aggregating not more than $60,000,000, the 
main purpose of the act being to convert Treasury- 
notes and some other outstanding obligations into the 
bonds authorized by the act. Under the authority of 
this act bonds were sold for money and issued to the 
value of $203,327,750, These bonds bear 6 per cent in- 
terest, pavable the Ist days of May and November, 
The principal is redeemable at the pleasure of the 
Government after five years, and payable twenty years 
from date. The amount now outstanding is 7132,31, 
850. The bonds have printed on their face the words, 
„ Redeemable after five, and payable twenty years 
from date,“ and Act of Mareh 3, 1965,” by which 
they are distinguished from the consolidated bonds 
isgned that year and known as “Consols of 1865.” 
These bonds will probably be the net called for con- 
version, 

CONSBOLS. 

Under the act of March 3, 1834, referred to in the 

receding paragraph, and 4 supplementary act pasaed 

pril, 1805, bonds were issued for the conversion and 
consolidation of certain outstanding obligations of the 
United States. The bonds issued in exchange for out- 
standing obligations were to be in addition to the 
$600,000,000 authorized by the act, The conversion of 
outstanding obligations into these loans gave to the 
bonds the title of “console.” The bonds were issued 
in three series, The first bear date of July 1, 1865, and 
are known as “consols of 1865." They became re- 
deemable July i, 1879, and are payable July 1, 1885, 
The amount issued wee_g332,.908.990, The second 
series, known as “consoles of 1967,” bear date 
July i, 1867, They became redeemabdie 
July 1, 1872, and are payable July 1, 1557, 
The amount issued was 8870,02, 50. The third series, 
* consols of 1868,” bear date July 1, 186%, and became 
redeemable July 1, 1473. They will be payable July 1, 
1888 The amount iesued was $42,530,550, All the 
bonds of these series are designated on their face, 
„% Consolidated debt, issued under act of Congress ap- 
proved March 3, 1865 7’ *‘ Redeemabie after five and 
payable twenty years from date ;” and “ In God is our 
trust.” They bear 6 per cent interest, payable the first 
days of January and July. The aggrogate amount is- 
sned of these consolidated bonds wae $755,140,660, 
There is now outstanding of the issue of 1865 $202,063,- 
100; of 1851, 6310, 22,750; of 1898, $37,4'4,000. Total 
amount now outstanding, $550,759,850, being 804, 0,- 
800 leas than the amount originally issued. 

THE NEW FIV Ss. 

The funded loan of 1861 now being issued was 
authorized by act of July 14, 1870. It was created to 
enable the Secretary of the Treseury to fund at a lower 
rate of interest the flve-twenty bonds which bear 6 per 
cent interest. By the terms of the act authorizing the 
loan, the interest, and principal of the bonds are made 
peyabie in coin of the present standard value. It was 
provided in the original act that the Secretary of the 
Treasury should borrow a sum not exceeding $200,000,-

OUR SHEET-ANCHOB.

Cnicaco, Oct. 19.—The controversy going on in this 
nation about the right or wrong of retaining the Bible 
in our public schools is becoming interesting, In my 
opinion, to turn the word of God out of the schools at 
the bidding of those who do not believe that it is the 
word of God would bo am eternal shame. The Bible 
is not a sectarian book. A book that is the foundation 
stone of 80 many sectarian builders cannot be called s 
sectarian book. If the Bible is sectarian, 
then God is sectarian. The sun and the’ common 
air we breathe are sectarian, and should be turned 
out of the schools, too. Then we should become like 
all the nations that have had the Bible taken from 
them, dead and damned. The Roman Catholics 
have the Bible, but they will not let the people have it. 
They translated the Bible, and kept it from the peo- 
pie, and the nations went straight down into the dark 

And when a few godly ones cred for the word 
of God, another company of learned men translated 
it again, and, no doubt, it was a better trans- 
lation than the first, for the simple rea- 
son that they had better facilities for making 
a truthful translation, and scattered it among the 
people, and, straightway, those who received it came up 
out of darkaess into the light of Christian civilization. 
And then those who loved darkness better than the 
light said, We don’t like your book that has accom- 
plished such grand results, and taken away our power, 
and we will fight it, burn it, get it out of the schoois 
and out of the world if we can, and take you with us 
into the second edition of darkness.” And if we let 
them do it, I repeat it, it would be an eternal 
shame. The Roman Catholics are as afraid of 
their own Bible as they are of ours, and keep 
the light of the Lord from the poor perishing ones. It 
is remarkable that in all Catholic countries the mass 
of the people do pot think for themselves, but let oth- 
ers do their thinking. That is one of the principal rea- 
sons why they have so strong a tendency to go down 
into darkness. If we would judge the tree by its fruits, 
we should do better. It is the millstone about the 
necks of France, Italy, Spain, Ireland, Mexico, and 
other nations that is dragging them down to the depths 
of the sea. They have offended, burnt, and treated 
shamefully too many little ones, 
Catholics not love the Bible, the

The Board of Trustees heid its regular meeting Mon- 
day night, all the members being present. Petitions 
were received for inch water pipes on Donning 
street, from Seminary avenue to Halsted street, and on 
Seminary avenue between Wrightwood and Fullerton 
avennes. Thus, the first petitions for water come 
from the very locality where most of the opposition 
was manifested at the inception of the undertaking.

Diversey avenue, from Haleted street to Sheffield av- 
enue. These latter will be put in whenever the as- 
seasmepts can be collected, . 

A petition for a sidewalk on Lill avenue, from Shef- 
field to Seminary avenue, was granted, and an ordin- 
ance therefor drafted. 

Applications for appointment as Inspector of Water- 
Pipe were received from J. L. Birrows, of Ravens- 
wood, and William Lewis, for eight years Assistant 
Engineer at tbe Chicago Water-Worka. The applica- 
tions were referred to the Supervisor, with power to 
employ. The same gentleman was instructed to pur- 
chase a steam gauge for pipe-festing machine. 

The grading snd ciniering Of Sheffield avenue from 
Wellington to Belmont avenue was let to Hansen & 
Fountain for 0 cents per foot, and on the same 
avenue from Belmont to the Green Bay road, to L. 
Kennedy, at the same price per foot, 

The Board then adjourned to meet Tuesday, Oct, 26, 
for the opening of bids and award of contracts on the 
pumping works. 

The engineer is running the lines up north for pipe 
trenches, and the contractor will be in his wake before 
the week closes. The machine for testing pipe wil’ be 
ready to-morrow, and the pipe are expected da lx.

Peace Compact Arranged. 

Memwenu's, Tenn., Oct. 19.—The Appeal’s Jack- 
son (Miss.) corespondent gives the following 
statement in regard to the so-called treaty of 
peace, whersby the militia was disbanded: The 
following-named citizens of Hinds County, 
Gen. J. Z. George, Chairman of the Democratic 
State Executive Committee, Joshua Green, D. 
Shelton, E. Richardson, J. W. Robinson, H. 
Hilzneim, T. J. Wharton, Frank Johnston, J. 
C. Rietti, Robert L. Saunders. Gen. Robert 
Lowry, and W. L. Nugent, held an inter- 
view with the Goversor on Thursday. The 
citizens, in response to the fears expressed 
by the Governor, that peace and good order 
would not be preserved, and that the colored 
men would not be permitted to vote as they 
pleased, assured the Governor that there was no 
other desire among the whites than that peace 
should be preserved, the laws enforced, and fair 
elections had. The leading whites had all 
along invulcated this, and they also assured the 
Governor tbat they would pursue this course 
until the election, and would, both by precept 
and example, do all in their power to preserve 
peace and good order, and secure a fair election. 
Gov. Ames promised that, in view of the statement 
made by the citizens, he was willing to meet their 
views as far as he could, and to thatend he prom- 
ised that he would order all the militiacompanies 
which had been organized to disperse and go to 
their homes witbout their arms; but, on further 
consultation, it was agreed that the arms of the 
several companies organized should be deposited 
in depots in the neighborhood in which the 
companies were raised, and should there be 
guarded by United States troors. to be detailed 
for that purpose, and to be under the control of 
the Governor, and to be removed only on his 
order ; or, if the United States troops could not 
be gotten, then the arms were to be gnarded by 
men selected by the Governor and Gen. 
George; that the arms would not again be de- 
livered to the militia, except in the case of a 
riot or insurrection, which could not be sup- 
pressed by the civii authorities.

DEFALCATION AND DISAPPEARANCE. 
Correspondence uf I'he Cawago Triowne, 

Sycamore, III., Oct. 18.—Qumet an excitement 
was caused on Wednesday of last week by the 
sudden disappearance of Mr. Charles Cornelius, 
Cashier of Plerce & Dean's Bank. An investiga- 
tion of his accounts for the last few days of bis 
business shows a deficiency of about 81,600. A 
thorough investigation of his accounts is now 
being made. Mr. Cornelius is a man of more 
than ordinary ability, having received a liberal 
education. Previous to his coming to Sycamore, 
he was employed in a bank ia Fenton, Mich., 
which position he left, aod for about a year 
studied for the ministry. Not lking the pro- 
fession, he again turned his attention to baak- 
ing, aod soon Obtained a position with Pierce & 
Dean, where he has been employed for the last 
six years. He was considered a good, quick. and 
reliable accountant, and the rapidity with which 
be hendled monev gave him the name of 
Spinner,“ by which be was koown bere. 
Nove could boast of more friends than Spin- 
ner.” In secret societies he was very popular ; 
was Secretary of the Sycamore Lodge A. F. 4 
A. M., and belonged to both the Chapter and 
Commandery bere. He was also Past Nob e 
Grand of the Sycamore Lodge I. O. O. F., and 
last spring was elected City Clerk, and was als 
one of the Directors cf the Svcamore Driving 
Park Association, and as an officer was well 
liked in all the different pos tions he held. No 
one can account for his leaving with so small a 
sum. He took no clothing with him, except 
what be wore. leaving a gold watch and chain, 
all his jeweiry, aod about $500 worth of notes, 
stocks, etc. He bad recently become quite dis- 
sipated, but never neglecved his business. Why 
he should leave in this manner none can tell.

TWO MURDERERS LYNCHED. 
Spveciai Dispatch to [he Chicave Tribune, 

Osunosu, Wis., Oct. 19.—A special from 
Stevens Poimmt gives the following account of 
the double lynching in that city this morging: 
This city was thrown into a state of excitement 
at early dawn this morning un recedented in the 
history of this vicinity. About 3 o'clock in the 
morning a force of armed men numberin g near- 
ly a bundred proceeded silently to the jail while 
the citizens were buried in slumber, and, gain- 
ing a forcible entrance into the jail, took Amos 
and Isaiah Courtwricht, the murderers of Sheriff 
Baker, from their ceils. They then proceeded 
with their prisoners about a mile from the 
Court- House, where they deliberately hung them 
to a tres. Tue two men prayed for their lives, 
but the crowd was resolute, aud gon peals for 
mercy touchedthem. Their bodies were found 
hanging to the tree at day-break. The news 
s.read like wildfire and tne utmost consterna- 
tion and excitement prevaiis.”

THE ABORTION-MURDER CASE AT TORONTO. 
New York Heratd. 

Toronto, Out, Oct. 17.—Consideraple interest 
has beem aroused, not only in Toronto, but 
throughout the Dominion, by the arrest, early in 
August last, of Arthur Paul Davis for the mur- 
der of Jane Vaughan Gilmour, by procurement 
of malpractice resulting io death. Davis previ- 
ously held out as a medical specialist in Roches- 
ter. Buffalo, and other cities in the United 
States, ani basin past years several times es- 
caped well-earned punishment for his practices. 
Some two years ago ne came to Toronto, where 
he has been allowed to advertise himself in a 
manner usual to specialists of his class. 

On the 3ist of July. a pine box containing the 
nude body of 8 young woman was found in 2 
secluded spot onthe outskirts of the city. It 
was identified as the daughter of the Rev. Mr. 
Gilmour, a Baptist minister, laboring at present 
in Muskago, she having come to this city a suort 
time before to reside with some frieuds here. By 
a long aod singularly complete chain of circum- 
stantial evidence, ber death bas been laid, by the 
hands of the law, at the doorof Davis and bis 
wife, who yesterday were sentenced to be hung 
on the 8th of December net. 

The trial has been going on all the week, and 
has been watched by the public with most in- 
tense interest, as the esccpe of Sparnam and 
Graves from the gallows on a similar charge, at 
Brackville, some mouths ago, by commucation 
to the Penitentiary for life, had aroused a 
feeling of pretty general indignation ayvainst 
those found guilty of practicing the detestable 
crime. The court-room bas, therefore, been 
packed to its utmost capacity during the whole 
trial. The prisoners were defende bv the ablest 


| nisi-prias lawyer in Canada, Mr. M. C. Cam- 


eron, and the case for the Crown was conducted 
by Kenedy McKenzie, Q. C., not much inferior 
in ability, 

The evidence showed that the deceased had 
been seen in Davis’ house shortly before the 
finding of the body; that the prisoners gave 
orders for making the box in which it was found, 
it being identified by the maker; that, on the 
night previous to the finding of the body, Mrs. 
Davis and an unknown party were seen al vari- 
ous points between Davis' house and where the 
body was found, aod afterwards were observed 
driving a wagon with sucb a box init; that, a 
few davs before this, loud but parvially-stifled 
screams were heard to.proceed from Davis’ 
house. When the body was found it was con- 
siderably decomposed, though it was ideutified 
by friends of Miss Gilmour. e 

The medical testimony was, as usual, some- 
what contradictoty. but, in general, it tended to 
show that mechanical appliances had been tue 
cause of death. It would appear that the iu en- 
tion of the parties had been to bury the body in 
the sand-pits near which it was found. but hav- 
ing been frightened by a man discharging a 
pis ol on bis way home,—he having just pur- 
chased it and wished to test it,—they bad to 
leave their work unfinished. Another ciroum- 
stance which, being added to others apparently 
trifling, but forming links in a contiruons 
chain, brought the crime nome to the guilty 
parties, was, that nothing was ;laced with 
the corpse in the box but some broken 
straw, and some exactly the same was 
found scattered sround on the floor and 
io an open matcress in the room of the prison- 
ers. they not having had time to remove these 
aod other evidences of guiit before arrest. Arti- 
cles of wearing-apparel and jewelry belonging to 
deceased were also found, appareutly secreted in 
a hurry, oot far from Davis’ house. These and 
very many other such coincidences came out 
during the trial, making it altozether one of the 
most remarkable cases of circumstaotial evi- 
dence iv the annals of Canadian crime. 

The jury retired last night at 5 o’ciock, aod in 
one hour and a quarter returved with a verdict 
of guilty against boch prisoners. Justice Mor- 
rison, in pronouncing sentence upon them, held 
out no hope of reprieve, and. though some 
think the sentence will be commuted, it is very 
improbable. The Government will not risk going 
in the face of the strong feeling which exists, that 
this detestable crime should be etamped out by 
meting out capital punishment in such cases as 
Davis’. The demeanor of the prisoners when 
sentence was pronounced, as threughout the 
trial, was without appearance of emotion. 

MAJ. GRAHAM’? LIFE AND DEATH. 
Denver (Col.) T'r-bune, r- 

The complications surrounding the Pocahontas 
mine, situated at Rosita, not far from Canoa 
City, have finally resulted in a fierce and fatal 
conflict, by which one life has been sacrificed, if 
not more. The man kille 1 was the notorious 
Maj. Graham, who was well known in Denver as 
one of the most dangerous of daring despera- 
does. 

The Major was a native of New York, and 
in the early part of the War became conspicu- 
ous a8 & pariixan commander of the Union 
forces in North Carolina. He was a perfect 
athlete, a splendid horseman, an accurate 
sbot, and as daring and unscrupuious as any 
man who ever drewasabre. For his services 
he was appointed, at the close of the War, a 
First Lieutenant in the regular army, and as- 
signed to duty in the West. Br the services he 
rendered against the Indians, aided by more or 
less politic I influence, Lieut. Graham soon be- 
came a fu'l-blown Major, and as such became a 
special favorice at Fort Leavenworth and in the 
city of that name. Whule at this post he paid 
his addresses to ove of the most attractive ladies 
of Leavenworth, and it was only by an accident 
that the marriage was not consummated. 

The night previous to the day oa which the 
ceremony was to take place, the commandin 
officer at Fort Leavenworth received dir 
instructions from the War Department to place 
Maj. Grabam in irons, and keep him in 
solitary confinement till further orders. Al- 
though the order created ap immense sur- 

ise at the fort, it was literally obeyed, and 

aj. Graham found himself in a fe.on’s ceil, 
instead of occupying, as he had hoped, a bridal 
couch. A court-mariial, however, subsequently 
explained what seemed at the time to be inex- 
licable. The evidence before the Court estab- 
ished the fact that Maj. Graham, while wear- 
ing the hovorable uniform of an United States 
otficer, had been the seoret head of a band or 
borse-thieves in Kansas; had also, while in 
Utah. been in league with the lowest clas of 
gamblers and thieves; and that he had system- 
aticaliy stolen and sold horses from the stables 
of the Government. The court-martial sen- 
tenced the Major to be dishonorably dismissed 
from the service, to be debarred from ever hold- 
ing any office of honor or trust under the Gov- 
ernment, and to serve a term of ten years in a 
military prison. Through some unknown in- 
fluence this sentence was indorsed only so far 
as it related to the dismusenl of the Major from 
the service.

Clark shot with one of the smallest revolvers 
known to the trade—a_ cartridge 
carrying a ball of 21-100 calibre—being 
about the sizo of a two-grain quinince 
pill.
